Be 4t enacted by the General Assembly
ﬁg’;lk hv‘;l:dgg{‘ the State of lowa, That the County Treasurers of
notesreceiv’d the several counties in this State be, and they are,
by Co. Treas- hereby authorized and required to receive in payment
urer. of all taxes by them collected, together with tEe inter-
est and principal of the School Fund, Treasury Notes
now issued or that may be hereafter issued as legal
tender by authority of the Government of the United
States, and the notes now or that may be hereafter
issued by the banks organized or that may hereafter be
organized under and in accordance with the conditions
of the Act of the Congress of the United States, enti-
tled “an Act to provide a National Currency secured
by a pledge of United States Stocks, and to provide for
the redemption thereof,” approved February 25th,1863,
and the notes now issued or to be hereafter issued by the
several branches of the State Bank of Iowa; provided,
that the Treasurers aforesaid shall not receive the
notes of the said branches of the State Bank, or any of
them at any time after any one of said branches shall
fail to redeem its issues.
